A Temperance Sermon. 

The Intelligencer gives ita readers a short 
but pithy temperance sermon this week. 
Here it is :— 

Few drinking men appreciate the amount 
they expend annually. On Saturday night 
last a carpenter was complaining of the hard 
times, Being a moderate drinker, he was 
auked if he had any idea what liquor and to- 
bacco cost him annually, to which he replied 
that he had no idea, but it did not cost him 
much, as he was a moderate drinker. Being 
pinned down to the sum paid by him during 
the past week he replied that, having been 
working, the week was lighter than usual. 
On Monday he expended lfc. in tobacco. 
Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday he did not 
drink. On Thursday he expended 25, Fri- 
day 30c. and on Saturday 50c. in liquor, lay- 
ing in another 15c. supply of tobacoo. 

A computation on the above basis shows 
that the money thus uselessly spent, would, 
if saved, purchase at the end ofithe year : 

3 bbls. flour, 100 lbs. of augar, 10 Ibs. tea, 
1 box of raisins, 13 lbs. currants, 50 lbs. ont- 
meal, 5 galls. syrup, 40 bars soap, 10 Ibs. 
starch, 4 bxs. biscuits, ] bus. dried apples, 
25 lbs. prunes (best), 1 jar mustard, 4 Ibs., 
assorted spices, bak’g powder and cr. tartar, 
50 lbs. granulated sugar, 5 baga potatoes, 
bbl. apples, 2 qrs. beef, 1 ham, 2 Ibs. coffee.

By-law No. 65, amending and repealing 
certain other By-lawa relating to the Deer 
Oreek and pond improvement scheme, and 
the borrowing money for the same, was read 
the usual three times to give it the legal 
finish, aud duly signed. 

The assessors, Messrs. E. A. Maybee and 
James Kirk, handed in'their Assessment Roll 
for the present year, which was complimented 
as being very complete. On motion of Coun- 
etllora Dale and Rollins the Roll was 
accepted.

A Gallant Rescue. 

The Trenton Advocate gives the following 
particulars of a gallant rescue on the Trent 
river at Frankford last week :—‘ Yesterday 
afternoon, about three o'clock, Miss Walsh, 
Miss MoCambridge and Miss Brickman were 
out rowing in a skiff on the Trent at Frank. 
ford, just north of the bridge. Through 
some mishap one of the rowlocks became 
broken, and the young ladies lost control of 
the boat which was soon rapidly drifting 
down the rapids below the bridge. Some 
boys on shore raised an. alarm, and quickly 
a large crowd rushed to the scene—but all 

| appeared to think there was mo escape for the 
inmates of the drifting skiff, Just at the 
moment Dr. Simmons arrived and without a 
moment's hesitation sprang into the river, 
awam out tothe boat and after a “terrible 
struggle landed it and the helpless ladies on 
the west bank. The Dr. was not a moment 
too soon for he reached the boat just as it 
was about to enter the rapids, fifty yards 
below the bridge. Had it once entered the 
rapids there would have been no salvation 
for the young ladies. The boat was drifting 
sidewaya—at the first toss it would have cap. 
sized and the inmates found a watery grave. 
The Dr. deserves the greatest credit for his 
daring rescue. Taking his life into his own 
hands, he gallantly saved the lives of the 
three ladies, We understand that physically 
the rescuer feels none the worse for his cold 
bath, but financially he is 
$100, having lost in 
taining that amount, besides some valuable 
papers."*

A good deal of what we are pleased to call 
our goodness is ng: another name for 
methods of behaving that we have had drilled 
into ua till they have become habits. 

We want to avail ourselves of the pressure 
of theistic motives,'not for the sake of keep- 
ing the children out of hell by and by, but 
for the sake of keeping hell out of tho child- 
ren now. 

Farthermore, honesty and its associate 
virtues are no more hereditary than arithmetic 
and spelling, but have to be acquired by 
sométhing the same tutional process, which 
must begin with the boy's fagtaning and 
grow with his growth, if it is to be in him an 
integral element. 

It is to be wished that there were a law 
prohibiting the use of spelling-books and 
grammars.

The Remedy for Intemperance. 
It may be — whether the pre- 
sont is an feith, but there can be no 
doubt that in morals it excels all its prede-

drink is more and more condomned by the 
world at large. In regard to the last named, 
however, more controversy has arisen than 
on any other question of a like 
kind. It hae always been and is still 
a that alcholic drivks are usefal when 
in moderation, and on the other hand 
it has been as atrongly repeated, that they are 
not only useless but actually hurtfal wave in 
so small a nomber of cases as to be unworthy 
of consideration, and that censequently their 
manufacture and sale should be suppressed 
by the infliction of fines and imprisonment ; 
aud the quarrel is not yet settled even in 
the most moral and religious communities. 
There are some points of the drinking 
question, however, which are settled. No- 
body defends the wage earner who spends 
a large part of his income on drink, beats his 
wife and children and reduces them to pov- 
erty. Nobody défends the rich man 
who resorts to a bar-room six or more 
times a day, treate and is treated, and 
though possibly sober-—icr there are 
men inoapable of becoming drank — yet 
spends money which onght to go 
towards the advancement of his family, and 
keeps himeelf in a state of bibulous excite- 
ment injurious to health and to whatever 
intellect God has given him. Nobody 
now defends the man who drinks his bottle 
of port at dinner, as was the custom of the 
fathors, or partakes of five or more kinds of 
wine at one sitting. Even in Kagland where 
the climate renders liquor less noxions than 
in our exciting North American atmosphere, 
heavy drinking and the mixture of liquors 
has gone out of fashion. No one detends 
the farmer who takes his jar of whiskey 
home from market and makes his solitary 
house, unobserved by neighbors, « hell upon 
earth. Nobody defends the young fellows 
who congregate about the roadside tavern, 
race horses, play cards, and drink till they 
are unable to make their way home. But 
therd are still respectable citizans who love 
their kind and would fain do them good, 
who yet allege that they find benefit from a 
moderate quantity of stimulant, and ques- 
tion the ie. pice ot asking them to abandon 
their glass of wine, spirits, or beer, in order 
to aid in putting down drunkenness, 


Wher people speak of ‘* Prohibition” in 
Canada, they do not mean that no alcohol 
is to be sold. Not in Maine nor Kansas is 
its use entirely forbidden. It is sold unuer 
restrictions more or less severe. The Cana- 
dian Scott Act permits the sale under a 
certificate. This gives the licensed M. D, 
and one or two other persons prominent in 
the community the power of determining 
who shall or who shall not drink intoxicants. 
There can be no doubt that the Aot wher- 
ever introduced with the general consent of 
the community has produced beneficial re- 
sults. Batit is imperfectin its working; 
there is a strong desire to repeal it when- 
ever the law ta, and in the meantime 
to render it inoperative. The abrogation 
of the Act in Halton, Bruce, Deberia, 
Huron, Norfolk, Renfrew, Simcoe, Dandas, 
Stormont, and Glengarry by large majori- 
ties shown that it has failed to secure the 
desired result. So long as liquor can be in- 
troduced from the large cities and towns, or 
from neighbouring counties where the Act 
is not in force, no efficient or permanent ac, 
ceptance of the system can be cxpected any- 
where. A conviction is slowly but aurely 
fastening iteelf on the minds of the enemies 
of intemperance, that nothing but legislation 
applied to the whole Dominion at once and 
not only to the sale, but the im tion and 
manufacture of intoxicants will sccomplish 
the object in view.’ Temperance men are 
wasting money and time in introducing the 
inoperative Scott Act into seperate counties 
which rightly directed might secure a Dom- 
inion measure infinitely more effective and 
far-reaching in its results. 

If temperanco advocates would change 
their formula and offer to sell good liquor 
to all fit to be trusted with it, and at the 
same time sternly forbid intoxtcants to the 
young and to the mature who de not know 
where to stop, they 
speed in their work. Prohibition is the 
word they use, bat it is not prohibition 
which they advocate, or have any hope of 
now securing, and it would be better to 
abandon it. The Scott Act is defective ac- 
cording to their view, because it gives the 
sale to those who make a profit) by it and 
who are therefore tempted to sell to drunk- 
ards, and the objection is well founded. 
Above all things they desire. that the sale 


should be placed in the hands of those whe [| 


do not share in the profits. Itie obvious 


that this cannot be done except by © sso 
officials receiving salaries, To trast the ap- 
pointment of such persons to municipalities, 
or even provinees, which would be tempted 
to loosen restriction on sales, to com- 
mercial advantages over their neighbeurs, 
would not be advisable, and it is impos- 
sible to resist the conclusion that it is the 
Dominion Government temperance men 
must look for a satisfactory settlement 
oftheir difficulties, Already that Govern- 
ment regulates the mannfacture of li- 
quor, and could easily make ements 
ither to acquire the distilleries and brewer- 
ies, or purchase their products. The im- 
portation of foreign liquors is bat another

in carrying this plan into effect, but none

“let the great build up their grand sepulchral 
monuments ; the great and the mighty erect 
their gorgeous mausoleume to immortalize 
their names, and hand down to posterity a 
brief record of # briefer life, or pile up their 
pyramids and secure for themselyes a world- 
wide notoriety of the height and depth of 
their littleness. The Archbishop of Toronto 
has built a menument that will survive all 
that, and I haye no fear that in the hearts of 
his people his memory will remain ever fresh 
and green, and that the example of his life 
will ever tend to promote greater earnestness 
in the service of God and in God's holy 
church, and you may bear him out, not to 
the mausoleum nor to the pyramids, but to 
the little graye in the Cathedral grounds, 
and there all that is-earthly of Archbishop 
Lynch will rest securely. When the last day 
comes and the trampet of God sounds, even 
that clay now turned into dust will hear the 
voice of His trumpet and will rise and come 
to stand with his brother bishops and his 
faithful priests, and hie good large-minded 
faithful people, to receive, may we not hope, 
at last the golden sceptra of the blessed, to 
whom shall be said, ‘Come, ye bleased of my 
father, possess the kingdom that has been 
prepared for you from the foundation of the 
world.”

Facts Concerning Cold Waves. 


There are many other curious facts con. 
nected with the progress of cold wavea, 
Many instances occur, says Lieut. Wood. 
raff, where the temperature at a Riven 
station, at the time of the appearance of 
the cold wave in the northwest, is lower 
than the minimum afterward produced 
by the cold wave. It often happens that 
& cold wave sets in from the extreme 
northwest, and upon reaching the Missis- 
sippi valley divides, a part going 
easterly to the lower 
other part southward to the Gulf States. 
In either case the intensity appears to be 
greatly diminished. This action seems 
generally to be due to the sudden devel. 
opment of a storm somewhere in the south. 
ern part of the Missouri valley. Some- 
times a storm of slight energy remains in 

» Missouri and the Indian territory, 
and has the effect of retarding, or even 
totally destroying a cold wave. Again, when 
a cold wave is retarded in this way, it 
seems often to gather force and intensity, 
and such rapidly forward and spread over 
the entire country. Another frequent is 
feature is that after a cold wave commences 
the temperature continues to fall in the 
northwest, and another wave is formed 
entirely distinct from the first, from which 
it becomes separated by a warm wave. The 
warm wave is only a narrow belt, but the 
cold waves are perfectly distinct.

ly adopting improyed and labor-saving 
machinery ; we are establishing new indue- 
tries ; and we are learning to utilize material 
that hitherto was considered useless, nay, 
even anincumbrance. Sawdust, for inatance, 
has been a nuisance to millmon ; it is one of 
the objects of this article to show that it may 
| be employed as the basis of a most important 
industry. What to do with the ‘‘soft’’ and 
inferior hardwood that covers thousands of 
acres of our country has been a problem the 
solution of which seems to have been found 
by The Rathbun Company of Deseronto, a 
concern that exhibits in itself the completest 
industrial organization in Canada, and the 
finest illustration we have of what energy 
and perseverance can accomplish toward the 
development of our country, #he creation of 
wealth, the finding of' employment for labor. 

But before we take up the later develop- 
ments at Deseronto a short sketch of the 
business there will best serve as an introduc- 
tion. The Rathbuns came into Canada from 


Auburn, N. Y., in 1848, and established a 
saw-mill on the Bay of Quinte and gave it the 
name of Millpoint (now Deseronto) and con- 
taining to-day some 3,000 inhabitants. They 
confined their operations mainly to cuttin 
logs on their limits in the country water 
by the Trent, Moira, Salmon and Napanee 
rivers, driving the timber to Millpoint, saw- 
ing it there and exporting the lumber from 
that point to the American market across the 
lake. But in 1862 Mr, E. W. Rathbun, the 
present head of the concern, succeeded td’ the 
— and from that date and since, 
aided ber brothers and other able assistants, 
he has been steadily increasing the industries 
of the concern until aow the products of the 
forést almost without waste are converted in- 
to commercial commodities, giving an em- 
ployment to an average of about 3,000 hands. 
Their operations comprise: Lumbering, 
sash, blind and door factory, tar works, ship- 
yard and marine -railway, flour mill, gas, 
chemical and charcoal ‘works, brick and terra 
cotta works, hydraulic cement, railways and 
steamers, general. store, etc., etc. They 
owned or own the town site, sell lots to their 
men, aid them to build houses, supply the 
town with gas, own a numberof the steamers 
and boats on the bay, turn out 230 barrels of 
flour a day, own and run the Bay of Quinte 
Railway, 34 miles, the Thougand Island Rail- 
way, 4 miles, the Napanee and Tamworth, 
294 miles, have splendid docks, shipyards 
and a number of other independent, or rather 
apparently independent industries. But asa 
matter of fact they are all dependent on the 
original industry of sawmilling,and contribute 
to the profitable utilization of the forest pro- 
ducts and the refuse or waste thereform. 
Their operations in 1887 in forest products 
alone aggregated net less than 125,000,000 
feet bill, to which their operations north of 
Toronto, in the Ottawa valley and the inter- 
yening country, were all important factors. 
FIREPROOF BUILDING MATERIAL. 


But we have not space to go into all these 
industries, we must confine ourselves to two 
or three in the way of illustration of the rest. 
Let us begin with the terra cotta or fireproof 
building material, an industry which they 
have now in complete running order. The 
company had its sawmill and its useless saw- 
dust ; it had a railway, it has a bed of clay 
three miles upthe Napanee and Tamworth 
road. It knew there was need in Canada for 
afireproof building material. They estab- 
lished large terra cotta works ; brought in 
their own clay over their own road ; ground 

and mixed it with sawdust, and from this 
mixture moulded bricks and other building 
| material, the great merit of all which is that 
it is eB prey fireproof, cheap, easily 
sawed, nailed into, plastered upon, a protec- 
tion against damp and vermin, aud able to be 
moulded into any shape. But why is the 
sawdust putin! Why, for the reason that 
the resultant material gets its lightness and 
porous nature from the presence of the saw- 
ust, which is burnt out of the material in 
the kiln, leaving it something like pumice 
stone. Pure clay would give a heavy, solid 
and dead material, not at all suited to the 
purposes which the terra cotta work so ad- 
mirably fills. This material, as we have said, 
can be moulded into any shape, and at the 
works at Deseronto it may be seen ready for 
partition work, in strips for ceiling linings 
and roofing, also in blocks for arches for floor 
filling between iron I beams, for roofing, for 
protecting iron columns and girders, for fire- 
proofing wooden. joists, and for a thousand 
and one purposes in connection with making 
buildings fireproof.

THE CHEMICAL WORKS AND IRON SMELTING. 


Let us look next at another industry that is 
now in process of development at Deseronto, 
and which promises unusual results. - The

while the coarse piecea, tops and limba, are 
| put in the shape of cordwood, which, with 
the refuse from the hardwood lumber—the 
| shipyard and car worke—are converted into 
| pyrolignous acid, aloohol and charcoal. They 
| have three large kilns and two large iron re- 
| torts, each of the former holding about forty- 
five cords of this wood, wherein the distilla. 
| tion takes place, and for the products of 
which there is a good market. The kilnsare 
| in the shape of an old style beehive, and 
| from their apex a pipe conducta the smoke 
| that arises from the combuation in the kiln 
| through condensors into the chemical works, 
| where from the condensable vapors are ex- 
| tracted two valvable articlea ; wood alchohol 
and acetate of lime. The former is distilled, 
barreled up and shipped to the Inland 
Revenue Department at Ottawa, the latter in 
car lots to Great Britain. This wood alchohol 
ia useful in the arts and is handled exclusively 
by the Dominion Government. Deseronto is 
the only place in Canada where these articles 
are made. 

But that is not all; the Rathbans have 
aocessible an unlimited supply of wood suit- 
able for charcoal; they contemplate the 
steady increase of their kilns to 20 at least ; 
and once this point is reached they will have 
charcoal enough to maintain a blast furnace 
for the production of charcoal iron. Great 
beds of the richest iron ore lie contiguous to 
their line of railway, and.the menager believes 
he has solved the iron question in so far as 
Ontario is concerned, and he looks forward to 
seeing established at Deseronto charcoal iron 
works upon a basis that can but yield a hand-’ 
some return upon the investment—and lead 
to the establishment of many charcoal iron 
furnaces throughout our Province. Once iron 
is made at Deseronto whet probabilities and 
developments are behind it ? 

The railways of the company play an im- 
portant part in their industries, and Mr. 
Rathbun is bent ‘on extending them. The 
Napanee and Tamworth road now runs 294 
miles north to Tamworth; he proposes to 
build other 20 miles on to Tweed, where they 
will connect with the C. P. R. aystem, and 
thence on to thé Midland and Central Ontario 
systems, which will give them direct connec- 
tion with one of the richest iron ore sections 
of Ontario.. When these are completed and 
the iron industry started Deseronto will be 
one of the most important industrial centres 
in Canada.

Celery Growing. 


In her prize essay on celery, in Vick's 
Majazine, Mra..C. H. Root, of R pon, Wis., 
recommends the following method for prepar- 
ing for and cultivating the crop : 


1, Send where you will be sure and get 
good seed, ‘ 


2. Prepare » seed-bed out of doors, in a 
sheltered situation, You will get your 
plants early enough by so doing, for they 
grow much faster and are stronger than 
when grown in a hot bed. 


3. Sprinkle the bed often to keep it moist, 
and when the young plants are about three 
inches high transplant them into rowa put- 
ting them about one foot apart. - 


4. When the plants have become stalky, 
have @ trench about one foot deep, put into 
it equal parts of wood ashes and yood, rivh 
dreasing and rich black soil, and work all 
vogether with a hoe, 

2 Set plants about four or five inchess 
apart be sure to straighten out the root 
aod press the soil firmly around them. 

6, Sprinkle the roots enough to keep them 
fresh till they are firm in their places, and 
then give them all the water you have ¢ mind 
to ; the more the better. 

7. When you have grown enough to 
cause the leaves to lie over, hill up the stalk 
enough to hold them erect. Continue the 
hoeing process at intervals of two weeks, all 
wummer; be careful to do it when the 
weather is ee and in the afternoon when 
the dew is off. Be sure when hilling to

How to Praxt Trees. 


On receipt from the nursery, the treeg 
should be carefully heeled-in. If they are 
to remain several days, the trees should be 
shaded. If they are very dry, tops and all 
should go into the trench, and the covering 
be made quite damp. The holes should be 
dug four feet in diameter, and deep — 
to admit the planting of the trees a little 
deeper than it stood in the nursery. The 
filling of well pulverized soil having « liberal 
amount of ground bone and ashes well work- 
ed into it ia placed beside the hole, Care- 
fully examine each tree for borers, cut back 
one-half of last year's growth, remove all 
broken limbs with a sharp knife, and coat 
with shellac all cuts and chafted places. All 
broken roots snould be cut smoothly with an 
upward slant, and after all the roots have 
been dipped in thin mud, the tree is placed 
in the hole. Spread the roots carefully, 
drive a stake beside the tree, and fill ia the 
soil, working it thoroughly under and among 
the roots with the hand. Give two or three 
sound treadings during the process of filling, 
which should reach the nelgn of the nursery 
setting, and fill the rest of the hole with a 
mulch of coarse hay and straw. Place a 
piece of woolen cloth between the tree and 
stake, to prevent chafing; tie firmly, and 
the following day give the tree a thorough 
watering.

THE HIGH SCHOOL. 


It is most unfortunate that at this ad- 
vanced stage of the proceedings for the 
~ edablishment of s High School in 
Madoc, the unseemly dispute (let us 
hope it is only a misunderstanding) 
_ should have arisen between the gentle- 
men composing the Council and the 
Board of High School Trustees. The 
report in our local columns of the last 
meeting of these bodies will give an 
idea of the position of affairs just now 
between them. Each party, of course, 
‘blames the other, and from outside talk 
it would simply appear to be a bad case 
of “you did,” and “you're another.” 
While we believe all the members of 
both bodies are actuated by a desire to 
* ‘werve the best interests of the village, 
they must bear equally the burden of 
“blame for the present unsatisfactory 
state of affairs. Had the Board selected 
their site in a prompt: and businesslike 
way, without regard to outside opinions 
or feoting, and kept their estimates 
reasonably near to the original figure 
first proposed, they might have gone to 
the Council a month or six weeks ago 
and we believe the six thousand dollars 
would have been voted without a dis- 
senting voice. They themselves in- 
augurated the policy of delay, and now 
the Council is apparently in the same 
_ mood. As we said befors, had they 
_ met the Council widh a fall and com- 
plete statement and definite estimate of 
the highest possible amount wanted to 
complete and equip the school the 
necessary grant, we believe, would have 
been made weeks ago, and so fixed that 
it could not-be withdrawn either. 
Even at the last meeting we believe the 
_ $6,000 would have been voted by the 
_ Council, according to the way the mem- 
ders expressed themselves, had the 
Board shown a desire to cut the ex. 
‘penses down to near this figure, but the 
mutilated tender produced was not a 
business-like evidence in this direction. 
_ Regarding the original estimate, the 
Council could not honorably refuse to 
-Brant it, in the face of the steps that 
have been taken by the Board, but they 
_ cannot be blamed if they decline to vote 
ad libitum without the voice of the 
-ratepapers interested. ; 
We want a High @chool in Madoc. 
That has long ago been settled by the 
Jargest and leading ratepayers of the 
place. Let the members of the Courcil 
and Board calmly discuss the financial 
- aspect of the case with becoming dignity 
&8 public citizens, and the present 
- difficnlty will easily vanish away. Let 
" the Board get the cost down to the 
lowest point, with due regard to an 
efficient school, and the Council will be 
_ bound to meet them fairly and honor- 
ably in the matter. If they are not pre- 
pared to risk voting any increase over 
_ the $6,000, let the voice of the people 
“be heard by a public yote. Let the 
High School go on by all means, in the

Tae Si.xworm’s Occeration Gons. 


Artificial silk is the latest discovery, and 
judging from the details of it that are to 
hand, it seema likely that the silkworm’s 
ocoupation will soon be gone, and that he 
may retire to his coooon and lament his lost 
importance in silence, The new material is 
made, we are told, from a kind of collodion, 
to which has been added perchloride of iron 
and tannic acid, The process of manufac. 
ture is somewhat complicated, but the re- 
sult seems to be all that can be desired in 
the way of providing a substance practio- 
ally equal to good silk.

As regards the probable future duration 
of the sun we have no arch evidence. We 
know only that he has steadily emitted light 
and heat in the past for tena of millions of 
years (since any great increase or falling off 
would undoubtedly have left ite record very 
realy be and that so far as we can judge 
there is no reason to suppose that any great 

will ocour during periods of time to 
come akin to the periods of time d 
hich he has been at work in the past. 

e might, for aught that science knows, 
undergo during the next year or even in a 
day, some chauge akin eitner to that by 
which suns like Eta Arj as and T Coron have 
increased hundreds of times in lustre or 
dwindled down to lees than one-hundredth 
of their customary light. But all that we 
know of hia work in the past and of his pre- 
sent condition tends to confirm the belief 
that he will be a sun such as he is now for 
millions of years to come. 


THE DURATION OF LIFE. 


Now, when we consider these vaste periods 
which in the earth's case certainly, and the 
sun's case probably, separate us from the 
end of the possibilities of life, so far as they 

e * the condition of the. earth or on 
the emission of light and heat upon the 
earth, what opinions are we to form in re. 

to the future of the human race itself ? 
Certain that the earth will be a fit home for 
us during millions of years to come, unless 
the sun ‘should in the meanwhile aie out, 
and almost certain that the sun will neither 
die out nor suddenly blaze forth with ench 
increased fervor as to dgstory all life from 
the earth's surface, let us consider to the 
necessities of human life in its higher de- 
velopments, and inquire how far they are 
provided for, and in what way man is using 
the supplies thus available for him, 

Man, like the lower animals, can live on 
the earth without employing the earth's 
buried stores. But even savage races do 
not so live. Among the tools which even 
the lowest races of men employ are some 
which have been obtained from the earth by 
man, not brought forth by sun power from 
the soil. Even stone implements may be 
described as taken from the earth's stores. 
Where metal is used the case is clearer, and 
it is more obvious that a process of exhaus- 
tion is involved, seeing that metal once used 
for making a tool of any sort is on ite way 
to being used up. It does not, indeed, re. 
vert to a ection chemically leas favor- 
able for use than before it was fash- 


fashion. 

civilized races we see that the exhaustion of 
the earth's stores of minerals is going on 
very rapidly. It is not merely that the 
absolute quantity of the earth's mineral 
wealth used up yearly by civilized races is 
large, but that the proportion of this annual 
consumption to the entire atore is extrava- 
gant, in view of-the length of time over 
which the store ought to last, unless the 
future of our race is to be much briefer than 
we have any reasen to expect.
